December 31, 1865, Toe lhinrca and facts
speak so plainly tor themeelves, that I need add
but very tew remarks, Defective ns our organi-
zatlon is m some respoeots, affected by ita de.

ndence upon, and subjection to, other

m'unohes ol the War Department, yet having got
established, and 118 machinery put in motion, it
18 doing 1ts work with vigor and success, Muny
changes among my subordinite officers have
been caused by the musterout of the regiments,
buf the lomes sustained have been partially
compensated by details from the Vetoran Re-
serve Corps, ¥y offorts to #ecure the sorvices
of citizens as agent= of the Bureau has not met
with succgss,

Immediately after your visit hore in October, 1
addrossed & note to each momber of the Consti-
tutlonal Convention, requesting him to give me
the nume of some :«_ulu.lu!t- wreond in his own
oounty,to be appointed to this oillee. But though
80 muny prowised to you their lmp;n' co-opora-
tion in organizing s agenoy, not one replied
to my request. I have, however, by other means
found & lew who were willing to aceopt the posi-
tion, and some of them have done good service,
Others have proved un(t for the daties required,
not being able to comprehend that 4 negro enn
be & trec man, or can have any righ's which a
white man is bound 1o respect,. My experlence
O 1ar s srainet the appoimtment of any ogher
thun military officers, Even theas, after boing
muetered out, are not as efficlent ns when iu the
military rervice, They [nll to command reanect,
They do not inspire the freedmen with confi-
dence,

Ar the vear has drawn to 4 close, all the ofti-
cers of the bureau have been busy setthing up
claims for labor during the past season. The
old story has Leen repeated thousands of times:
no definite bargaiz made—no wages promised,
but “massn sutd stay 1l the crop s made, and
he would do what was right.,” On that point,
“what is right,” urises the dispure. Bot when
tho parties can he broneht together, and all the
lncts heard, it s 'n most cases easy to make o
siath-fuctory deciglon, Capiaio Evans reported
that a8 many as one hundred aond fifty elaims
and difficulties of this kind were wought bhefore
him in Warren county sy thie close of the year.
So long aa these cldims and questions of wages
were unsoitled, it was ontural that the freaedmen
should refuse to enter into any new contrasts
for auother year, They wanted a little expe-
rience to give them faith, And It vives me great
plensure to state that In n laree mujority of cuses
6 lalr settlement has been effected,

I hnve put the question to oflicers in all parts
of the State, “how lnige # proportion ol the
while prople are willing to treat the noetoes
with fairnesa?" The answer 5, “from three-
fourths 1o four-iitthe,” The other fourth or (ith
wonld oppreéss them aod defvand thewm, i per-
mitted; perhaps o lorger proportion mieht shiow
a disposition Lo do this, were it not for the re-
alralning presence of o military foree. One sit-
ting n lew days in oue ol our offices, and
listeniog to complaints from morning till night,
might suppose that the whole laboring populs:
tion wius unsettled, But such 1s not the cuse,
The great mass have made their bargeins for the
coming year, and trains are seen moving from
ihe towhs to the farmine distriets,  So generally
have the freedmen gought employment, and ob-
tained it, that the demand for laborers cannot
be easily supplied. 11 m some wmslanens they
leave *heir employers, 1t i3 no more than we
should expect, and often it will not be ditiienlt
to discover a good renson, By an arranee-
ment with.L, P, 0ldg & Co., Land Agents, | lhave
an ntelligence office in nearly every county.

The expectation that Tands would be pranted
by Government, o hope tivst kindled by Rebel
rulith-lmm in their ¢fforts “to fire the Southern
wenrt,” and atterwards increased by the Contis-
ention act, has now passed wway, Al officers of
this Burean discountenaneed sneh hopes by pub.
liec addresses and eirculars widely seattered; hut
#o fixed had they become belore the war closed,
thit it was not onsy to eradicate them. When,
however, Christmas actually passed, and the
year ended without any gitts of the kind, It was
admitted that we had told them the truth, and
that they had been deceived by the talk of their
former mastors, B5e, dlio, on the other hand.
have the wdle and conscience begolien fears of
insurrection pussed away. The holidays huve
gone by, and no outbredks have oconrred, Al
admit that & more quiet and orderly Christmas
hns never heen enfoyed in this region. The
history of the world may he challenged for
gnotber instance ol such good conduct in similar
circumetpnces a2 the freedmoen have thus far
weinteined,

During the guarter thirty-seven onses of vio-
lent aseault upon freedmen, or other eriminal
act, have been veperted to the military autho-
rities for trial, pr such action as might be deemetl
proper. Of these thirty-seven cuses the only
ones brought to trinl, so far as the Burean has
information, are those of “Isasc and Wiley,
freedmen’ of the town of Salisbury, Rowan
county,” on the charge of *Jarceny,” of which
they were found “not guilty,” and discharged.
Beveral cases reporied during the previous
quarter have been tried, and among them are:—

1. Eranuel Baxter (colored), “ussault, with
intent Lo commit rape;" not guilty.

2, John W, Gorman (white), “‘assault and
battery;" guilly; flued £50, and lmprisoned
tharty days; ting remitted by reviewing officer.

4. Stephen C. Lee (white), “murder:” found
guilty and septenced to be hung; sentence re-
mitted by reviewing officer on the ground that
mallce wis not proved.

4. Jmmﬂh Corpening (white), “assault, with
intent to kill;" found guilty of “shooting, with
intent to maim;" sentence, $500 fiue, and ninety
daye imprisonment,

Lontrary to my lears, a8 expressod in 8 lormer
report, there s no inerepse of dependants as
winter advonces;  The rations issued have
steudily diminished,

The demnnds for clothing hive been greats
but the supplies now on hand from the Quarter-
muster’s Depurtmont are ample for mon and
boye, It s more dificult o furnish what is
needed by women erd children, There ure
mitny cases of great destitution smong whites,
which 1 should be glud to relieve: bat us they
are not *loyml refugees,” they do nol come
within my urisdiction.

But the balance fn the Trensnry will pay current
expenses, vntll it should be detormined by Cons
griss whether the Bureau e to be continued or
not, and If s0 by what means it shall live,

The Rapid Growth of Australia.

‘arude kind of patrlarchal Justice, whioch was,
Lowever, better Ehdu 0o justice at all,” was then
sdministered in a canves tent, whenever a
mugistrate mieht huppen to atiend, On my
seeind vislt, in 1862, your population had
trebled, wnd the hamlet had” grown up into
a thriving township, with about tiiteen hundred
mwhabitents, Now, ou thiz, my third visil, I
learn with much plexsure that your population
has again more than trebled during the briet
nterval thoat has elapsed sinee my second
visit, see around wme a  ourishiug
town ol nearly five thotusand inhabitants, with
public buildings of every kind — churches,
schools, 0 mechanies' instituie, o post oflice, a
telegraph ofiice, and numerous banks and ware-
houses. T find a judue of the Supreme Court,
suricunded by the leadiug members of the
colouinl bar, holding the assizes tor Northern
Queensland in o commeodiong and substantial
court-houte. T am welcomed by n Mayor and
Aldermen; and i remark with great satigjaction
in the wharves which line your noble river, In
the well-ordered streets of your town, and in the
other signs of materinl prosperity, the rapid pro-
gress of Lthose advantages which munlcipal sell-
government, when prudently and vigoronsly
udministered, & certain to confer,” -

A Singular Career,

The death of Dr. R. (. Wyllie, Minister of
ForelgniAfiairs in the Sandwich lslands, has
already been announced. The Ayr Advertiser, u
Scotch journal, gives the following sccount of
his life;—

‘‘He wus born at Hagzelbank, in the parish of
Dunlop, Scotland, on the 13th of October, 1708,
He was the second son of the Jate Mr, Alexander
Wyllie, of Hazelbank, and Janet Crigoton, of
Cutstraw, Btewarton, Those who knew him m
boyhood can well remember that from his esr-
liest years Le gave every indication of being pos-
#essed of tulent above mediocrity. He received
his medical diploma before he was twenty years
of age. He soon leit us surgeon in o vessel
bound for the North 8ess, and endured
hurdshipe and braved dangers like n true

Scotohman. He was thrice shipwrecked,
and returned to Liverpool, but not te
home, having left with the firm resolution to do

20 only after he had earned o fame worthy of his
name.  Through the instrumentality of has late
teacher, Dr, Barr, who was then in Liverpool, he
re-embarked in a vessel bound for South America,
whbere he for a short time practised as a surgeon,
but soon turned his wifention to mercantile
atlaire, After 4 sojourn of fourteen years there,
ne revisited Lis native land, and, ag one of the
first fruits of his success, bulit & mansion-hoase
for his parents on the lands of Hazelbank.
He then, teeling time hanging heawily on his
hands, left for London, and was soon ufter
engaged In mercantile trunsactions, But, seting
on the ides which seemed to have netusted him,
be went to the Sandwich islands, where, for the
lust twenty years, he occupled an importani
fleld of usefulness, with great bonefit to the
natives there and much honor to himself. He
15 succeeded in bis Hawalan estates by lls
neplhiew, Robert Cricnton, also a native of
Dunlop.”
